The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Note that the numerals in parenthesis are not considered part 
of the claim wherein the dispensing piece is claimed as including a side facing the sheet 
and an opposite side facing the same sheet which defines a physically impossible 
structure. 

4. Claims 1, 8, 14, 17, 18 and 23-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Grant (4,657,159). Grant discloses a fluid reservoir including two sheets 
2, 6, that define a reservoir 8 with 2 being a deformable wall, a dispensing orifice 4, a 
closure member 16, and a dispensing piece made in one piece integral construction 
with the sheet 2 that includes a concave dish the center of which is the outlet 4 as 
shown in figures 1 and 2. 

5. Claims 2-6, 9, 1 1 -1 3 and 1 9-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Grant (4,657,159) in view of Provenza (2003/0205583). Grant 
discloses a fluid dispenser substantially as claimed but does not disclose any side bars. 
However, Provenza teaches another fluid dispenser having side bars 14 that become 
radially oriented near the outlet for the purpose of channeling fluid toward the outlet. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
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invention was made to provide the dispenser of Grant with side bars as, for example, 
taught by Provenza in order to channel fluid toward the outlet. 

6. Claims 2-6, 1 1 and 1 9-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Grant (4,657,1 59) in view of Sasaki et al. (5,566,851 ). Grant 
discloses a fluid dispenser substantially as claimed but does not disclose any side bars. 
However, Sasaki teaches another fluid dispenser having side bars 35 for the purpose of 
channeling fluid toward the outlet. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide the dispenser of 
Grant with side bars as, for example, taught by Sasaki in order to channel fluid toward 
the outlet. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Laker teaches another flexible dispenser with a closure attached 
to the opposite sheet from the outlet. Frazier et al. teaches another dispenser with side 
and radial channels.
